It is desired by the I'nited States Engi 
neers and others connected with the navi 
gation of rivers, harbors and canals that 
a new law be passed on the subject of 
wrecks. The present law does not per 
mit the Govtrnracut to remove wreck! 
from the navigable streams until after the 
expiration of two months, even if the 
owner of the wrecked craft abandon" the 
vessel. It is desirable to change the law 
so as to allow the Secretary of War to 
take charge of wrecks which are obstruc- 
tions to navigation in thirty dB.vs. and if 
the wreck is a serious obstruction to take 
charge of it at once and clear it away. 
The new bill is now in the hands of Con- 
gress. It provides that notice must be 
given in writing or by newspaper adver- 
tisement to the owner of the wreck to re 
muve it at once, and in case he does not 
do it the Secretary of War may advertise 
for bids for removing it. If there is any 
salvage on the vessel the contractor gcu 
it If the Government removes the 
wreck the cost of removing it will be a 
claim against the vessel. It is admitted 
by nvermen that the present law is inef- 
fective, and a concerted effort will be 
made to have it
